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Stanley’s Route. 


The reader who is interestedin 
the absorbing report of the march 
of Henry M. Stanley to the relief 
of Emin Pasha will be aided in the 
reading of the report to ascertain 
the general course of the expedi- 
tion by taking in hand a good 
atlas. He should locate Stanley’s 
point of departure about sixty 
miles up the Aruwimi river; which 
is an affinent of the Congo and en- 
ters the latter about fifteen miles— 
ina direct line—below the inter- 
section of the first degree of north 
latitude with the  twenty- 
fourth degree of longitude. 
east from Greenwich. This point of 
departure, says the Record-Union, 
was at Yambuya, on the lower 
Aruwimi, where Stanley fortified 
a post and left his reserve, or rear 
guard. Very few maps will show 
the river or the station; the for- 
mer is often designated as the 
Biyere, and which Stanley says 
changes its name as the provinces 
of different tribes are entered, 
But the reader can very accurately | ° 
locate this starting point of the 
great explorer by fixing upon the 
spot on the map where the line of 
longitude twenty-four degrees 
fifty-one minutes east from Greeu- 
wich intersects a line of lati- 
tude one degree nine minutes 
nerth. From that point Mr. Stan- 
ley proceeded almost due north 
to within one-tenth of a degree 
from the second degree of latitude, 
when he moved easterly, with a 
slight northerly deflection, nearly 
five degrees, when he turned to 
the south and moved down to a 
point one degree and eighteen 
minutes of latitude which is due 
west from Kavalli station, on the 
west shore of Lake Albert Nyauza. 
Those who care to examine the 
maps will find that most of them 
locate this lake improperly, placing 
its southern extremity so that the 
equator just cuts it. As a matter of 
fact that shore line is one degree 
and seven minutes north of the 
equator. When he turned ab- 
ruptly due east he had to march 
but about thirty miles to reach the 
lake, up the west shore of which 
he moved ten miles, on the second 
trip where Emin Pasha’s steamer 
met him. Inthe dispatches Stan- 
ley is made to say that he sighted 
Lake Albert Nyanza on the first 
occasion from a hight one degree 
twenty minutes south latitude. 
This is a mistake; “south” should 
be read “north,” for Stanley says 
the lake was but six miles distant, 
which justifies the position we 
_ give him above.

Wasuineton, April 5.—The follow- 
ing proclamation was issued this after- 
noon by the President of the United 
States of America: 


‘‘One hundred vears have passed 
since the Government which our fore- 
fathers founded was formally organ- 
ized. At noon, on the 30th day ot 
April, 1789, in the city of New York 
and in the presence of an assemblage 
of heroic men whose patriotic devo- 
tion had led the colonies to victory and 
independence, George Washington 
took the oath of office as Chief, Magis- 
neopts of the new-born republic. This 

ressive act was preceded at 9 
=H ae k in the morning in all the 
churches of the city by prayer for 
God’s blessing of the Government and 
its first President. The centennial of 
this illustrious event in our history 
has been declared a general holiday 
by act of Congress to the end that the 
people of the whole country may join in 
commemorative exercises appropriate 
tothe day. In order that the joy of 
the occasion may be associated with 
the deep thankfullness in the minds 
of the people for all our blessings in 
the past and devout supplication to 
God for their gracious continuance in 
the ayy ge Serpe of religious 
creeds, h Christian and Hebrew, 
have De aneidioad the Government to 
designate the hour for prayer and 
thanksgiving on that day.”’ 

‘‘Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Har- 
rison, President of the United States 
of America, in response to this pious 
and reasonable request, do recommend 
that on Tuesday, April 30, at the hour 
of 9 o’clock in the morning, the peo- 
ple of the entire country repair to 
their respective places of divine wor- 
ship to implore the favor of God that 
the blessings of liberty, prosperity and 
peace may abide with us as a people, 

and that His hand may lead us in the 
paths of righteousness and deeds. 

*‘In witness whereof I have here- 
unto set my name and caused the seal 
of the United States of America to be 
affixed. Done in the vor fr of Washing- 
ton this 4th day of April, in the year 
of onr. Lord one thousand eight hun- 
dred and eighty-nine, and of the inde- 

ndence of the United States the one 
1undred and thirteenth.

; A Horrible Crime. - 
~-Forpyce, Ark., April 5.—G. B. 

Dickson, Sheriff of Titus county, 

Texas, has arrested Frank Shultz at 
that place on a charge of murder. On 
the night of the 10th of December last 
the house of J. R. King, a well-to-do 


farmer of Titus county, was burned, 
and the eharred remains of King, his 
wife and six children were found in 
the ashes. Upon examination it was 
found that the skulls of all of the faim- 
ily had been crushed in, a.d an ax 
and hatchet were found in the house. 
On the day of the murder, King and 
his son, aged 20, had killed hogs; as 
they were to move into the new bouse 
a few hundred yards distant, they had 
carried the meat to the new house, 
and King slept there to guard the 
meat on the night of the murder. Be- 
fore going down to the new house for 
the night young King had used the 
axe and left it at the yard gate. 
Suspicion pointed to King’s son-in- 
law, Shultz, first cousin to the man ar- 
rested here who had run away with 
King’s daughter and had forged an 
order for a marriage license, and it was 


that caused him to murder King and 
his family. Shultz, King’s eon-in- 
law, had made threats and has since 
confessed to a friend that he and his 
cousin did the killing; that he killed 
_King and his wife and that his cousin 
killed the six children and set fire to 
the house. 

Litre “Rock, April 5. — Young 
Schultz, who was arrested’ here, came 
to Dallas county in January with John 
Parham, and has since been living 
with him. He says he can prove that 
he was 45 miles away at the time of 
the killing.

Some Points from a Man Who Believes 
That the Pleasures of Anticipation Are 
Greater Than Those of Participation 


~—Joys of the Mental Tourist. a 


‘ I wonder if esty nédy Bus myself ever took 
a time-table Yaca ‘asks Luke Bhakp in 


the Detroit Free Press. It is such eg 
and delightful way of getting round abou 
this little world of ours, that those who 
have never indulged in one have missed a 
great deal of inexpensive pleasure. 

I have knocked about quitea bitin my 
time and have seen several places besides 
Detroit, yet those actual journeys are noth- 
ing to my time-table trips. 

For instance, the first part of this win- 
ter I thought I would like to go down to the 
City of Mexico. I at once went to @ pas- 
senger ticket office in Detroit and began to 
make inquiries and load up with time- 
tables. One of the great advantages of 
hving in Americais that you get your time- 
tables for nothing. Now,in England they 
make you pay a penny for even the smallest 
time-table of a railway. It is true that 
some of the larger railways give you quite 
a book forthe money. You get all particu- 
larsof how much it will cost to ship a 
horse from one part of the country to 
another; what the tariffon dogs is; what 
the rules and regulations of the company 
happen to be: what the law is if you sass a 
station-master, and what various things 
you will be fined forty shillings for, but all 
this knowledge is useless to the ordinary 
man. He prefers to have his penny. 

The railroads of America, on the other 
hand, flood the country with time-tables as 
freeas the waters of the Detroit river— 
that is, unless you get the water through 
the pipes of the Water Board. 

The men in the Detroit. ticket offices are 
beginning to know me pretty well by this 
time, and they do not rush away from a cash 
customer in order to attend to my wants. 
They know that I am a person who asks a 
great many questions, but who seldom 
buys a ticket. I think they believe that I 
am something of a fraud, but my intentions 
are honorable. For the time being | really 
beheve that Iam going to all those places 
that I inquire about. Take the brief course 
of the City of Mexico fever, for instance. 
I got the time-tables of the Wabash railroad 
to St Louis; then the Iron Mountain road 
to the borders of Mexico and the Mexican 
Central railroad through to the City of Mex- 
ico. hen I zot another time-table by way 
of Cincinnati; then the Queen & Crescent 
route to New Orleans, then the Southern 
Pacific and soon to Mexico. After tnat I 
found that I could go to Galveston and take 
a steamerthere to Vera Cruz and go over 
the New Mexican Nationa! road tc the capi- 
jtal. Or I could goon to San Antonio by 
rail and down that way to the Nationa: road. 

I then set to work to compare the dif 
ferent advantages of the different 
routes. I had great di fficulty in making up 
my mind which [I would take or whether I 
wouid go one way and come back the other. 
There were the delights of visiting the 
ancient and historical city of New Orieans 
Galveston had many attractions, and atSan 
Antonio I could see the ruins of the Aiamo. 
How I did revelin all those places’ I got 
books about them and posted up. ThenI 
read all I could lay my hands on regarding 
Mexico and what was to be seen there. I 


found out how much it would cost to goup | 


the big mountain and learned that the 
guides expected five dollars a day and 


thought they would be disappointed iu tuciur | 


expectations when they struck the under- 
signed. I got many points on what thecost 
of living would be and figured up how much 
time I could spend on the trip. 

After that I did what most people of a 
sensibie nature would have doneat the first. 
I figured up the cost. 2 

Then I gave up the trip. ihe 

I don’t exvect that the aforementioned 
sensible persons will enter into my enthu- 
siasm on the time-table trip business, but 
then thoroughly sensibie people miss a lotof 
fun in this world. Anyhow, they don’t amass 
as many time-tables as I do. 

Although, as I. said before, they charge 
for their time-tables in Europe, there are 
many advantages therein the way of tak- 
ing a time-table trip that are not to be had 
in America. For a shilling or twoa man 
can get a book containing every time-table 
in Hurope. Then by a further expenditure 
of casn he gets, one by one, the vaiuable 
guide booxs of every country there, neat 
and compact and with a red cover. All this 
makes a time-table vacation easier and 
more instructive in Europe than in Amer- 
ica. YIhere is another great advantage 
there for the mythical tourist. The rail- 
way time books and guide books in Eu- 
rope are made for the people; in America 
they are made for the railroad compa- 
nies. For instance, you can’t get the rates 
of fare. in an American _ time-table 
or railroad guide. I never could un- 
derstand why it is that the railroads 
of America are so anxious to con- 
ceal-their fares from the people. Brad- 
shaw’s very complete book gives every 
railroad fare in Britain, and costs only 4d. 
Appleton’s railroad guide gives no fare at 
all, and Limagine does not give a map up- 
less the railroad pays for it. I wanted to 
find out about the steamers of a large 
steamship line on my trip to Mexico. There 
was no mention of the line in Appleton’s, so 
I suppose that line refuses to advertise and 
$o the traveler gets left. Baedecker’s guide 
book gives the names of almost every hotel 
in Europe and telis honestly whether it is 
good or bad. It gives the prices by the 
meal or by the day. The guide book will ac- 
cept no advertisement of any kind at any 
price. Itis a book made for the people and 
it can be depended on. 

There is nothing of that kind in America. 

However. to the mental tourist all this 
makes no difference. It is as cheap to stop,

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__ TRADE IN PEANUTS. ,. 
A Branch of Commerce Very Important to 
Southern Farmers. 

When we pass a peanut stand, or see a 
bag of peanuts in the grocery store, we do 
not think of peanuts as forming any im 
portant share in our commerce. We do not 
think that the peanut trade is a branch of 
trade very important to the people ina cer- 
tain section of our country; thatif the crop 
should fail it would mean suffering and 
ruin to many people. Peanuts grow in Vir- 
ginis, Tennesseé and Eastern North. sont 
ina, Alabama aud Mississippi. The t 
grade comes from Virginia, and they are 
knoWn as “goubers;” in Alabama and 
Mississippi as ‘‘pinders.” Dealers say 
that no improvements have been made in the 
peanut farms; they are just what they 
were thirty years ago, although the peanut 
trade has doubied in nine years. The farms 
are small, and the crops are cared for by 
negroes. The nuts are planted in hills 
about a foot apart, in rows about two and 
one-half feet apart, and are harvested by 
plowing and turning over with long-handled 
forks; this shakes off the dirt, when the 
vines are gathered and shocked about a 
pole, where they are left to dry, the vines 
being so placed us to protect the nuts from 
the rain; mildewed nuts turn black, and are 
less salable though the nuts may be as sweet. 
A dealer says, in the New York Evening 
Post, that “the shocks, after they have been 
built up, are left standing for several 
weeks, until the nuts are quite dried and 
cured. They are then stripped from the 
vines by hand, packed in bags, and carried 
to the middleman who handies them for the 
farmer. Bythe middleman the nuts are 
taken to the top floor of a factory, and are 
scoured and polished by rubbing against 
each other in a long revolving iron cylinder. 
Spouts carry them, after cleaning, to the 
second floor, where they are run through a 
fanning-mill. From the mill they are de- 
livered on to an endless apron, made of 
slats hinged together, and as they travel 
along on this girls sitting on each side sort 
them into grades. The nuts are then put 
into sacks and are ready for shipping. 
They are brought to New York mostly by 
steamers, although some come by rail. 
They are. sold here as ‘Wilmingtons,’ ‘Vir- 
ginians,’ “Tennessee’ and ‘Spanish.’ The 
last variety was formerly grown in Spain, 
but is now raised in Virginia to good ad- 
vantage. The grades are known as ‘fancy 
handpicked,’ ‘extra handpicked,’ and 
‘choice.’ The screenings are the poorest 
nuts, and these are bought by venders at 
county fairs and mixed in with a better 
grade.’’ 

Peanuts are shipped to all parts of this 
country and to the West Indies, but no 
trade has been developed with Europe. 
This limited trade, however, amounts to five 
million dollars per year. 


DECREPIT HEN FRUIT. 


Hiow Rotten Eggs Are Utilized by the Con- 
fectioners of the Hub. 

They must utilize pretty nearly every thing 
in Boston, according to the following anec- 
dote by the correspondent from that city to 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. He says: 

Every thing in this world, they say, has 
some use. Even rotten eggs are sold here 
at three or four cents a dozen to Hebrews 
of the lowest class, who appreciate their 
gamey flavor. This isnot the only employ- 
ment, however, that has been found in Bos- 
ton for back-number products of the barn- 
yard. Only a few days ago a frend of the 
writer chanced to see a greengrocer in the 
act of dumping a barreiful of eggs from 


a city wharf into Massachusetts Bay. While 
in the very act the tradesman was hastily 
interrupted by a well-dressed passer-by 
who exclaimed: 

f ‘*My dear sir, what are you doing!” 

“Dumping bad eggs,’’ responued 
groceryman, briefly. 

* Are they hopelessly bad?”’ 

“Awful.” 

** Chirp?” 

‘* Past that.” 

**Give you a dollar for the lot.” 

** Done,’’ said the groceryman. “Butmay 
I ask you what you want them for?”’ 

“Cream puffs,’’ answered the stranger, 
“Bad eggs are as good as fresh ones for 
making them, with a few chemicals thrown 
‘in. Pay you a dollar a barre] for all you’ll 
send me. I’m a confectioner.”’ 

There are great cold-storage houses in 
Boston, by the way, which are filled everv 
summer with milhons of eggs, to be taken 
out at this season and sold for “strictly 
fresh’ at fabulous prices. They taste very 
well, too, notwithstanding 80 many months 
of keeping, but get bad almost immediate- 
ly. People generally are not aware that 
many of the eggs they buy are brought 
all the way from China, where a whole na- 
tion has been in the poultry business for 
seven thousand years. 


CHILDREN’S CLOTHING. 
That It 
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Perfect Development Demands 
Should Not Be Too Tight. 

Much is said in these days concerning the 
rights of children, but there is certainly no 
right to which every child is more surely 
entitled than that of godd, sound physical 
health. Oneof the first requirements of 
héaithful clothing is that it allow unre- 
strained action of every organ of the body. 
This is absoiutely essential for perfect de- 
velopment so long as the body is undergo- 
ing the processof growth. According to 
Dress, mothers often unwittingly Violate 
this principle in the dressing of their chil- 
dren by compelling them to wear clothing 
which they have partially outgrown, but 
which is not sufficiently worn to be dis- 
carded. Tight sleeves, tight bands, tight 
waists, etc., which have become such from 
the child’s increased size, are certainly 
quite as harmful as are those purposely so 
constructed; and added to this is the fact 
that the bones and muscles of the tender lit 
tle ones are far more susceptible to the con- 
striction of tight clothing than are those of 
persons of older growth. 

The clothing of children should always be 
80 made that it can readily be entarged to 
accommodate the growing form, and should 
never fit so snugly as not to allow perfect 
freedom of movement to every organ. 
Whatever garments are worn about the 
chest and waist shou.d atways permit of an 
unrestramed, fall inspiration, and it would 
be an excellent plan if mothers would fre- 
quently test the child's breathing capacity 
by placing a tape measure around its waist 
when in its night clothing, and allowing it 
to take a full inspiration, noting the num- 
ber of inches’ expansion, then adjusting 
its clothing to correspond with the measure 
of the full inspiration, allowing one inch or 
two more for growth.
